Hnwortb & 8on» to Put up Anotner 


Block—Proposed Street

Mesara, Hnworth & Sons anil Mr. J. W. 


Hawortb, who own a majority of the 
frontage on the north side of the park, 
have petitioned the council to lay nn 8- 
incu tile at a depth of 4 feet in tho middle 
of the street, from Water to Franklin, and 
then povo with, red cedar blooks, makine 
the street one of the best in the city.
